Unfortunatcly, 
Mr. Agee and his companions, as witnessed by their recent 
book "Dirty Works," have seen fit to continue on in this 
most potentially destructive activity which I personally 
find so distressing. It is my hope that the Congress will 
pass the necessary legislation to enjoin the publication 
of such exposes which threaten the, lives of dedicated 
intelligence personnel. eee
